When the discontent-finds a 
response in intelligent, honest, well- 
intentioned men at the head of a 
government, relief and betterment 
usually result.

be a Hitler. 
Thus far Americans have been 


fortunate. They have a system of 
government which doesn't penalize 
honest leadership, and which gives 
a talented man a chance to realize 
his ultimate capacities. They have 
sufficient liberty and sufficient edu- 
cation (inadequate as much of it 
is) to choose generally able lead- 
ers and representatives to operate 
that system of government. They 
have a press that is free and, for 
'•ihc most part, intelligent.

So we call ourselves an enlighten- 
ed people, and by present world 
standards we are. Yet, for all our 
vaunted literacy, many Americans 
arc hopelessly bewildered

It is disturb- 
ing to have to acquire new facts 
and to change our minds once we 
have made a decision. 


A patient who consults a physi- 
cian because a conflict is disturb- 
ing him,dislikes to admit that his 
difficulty is mental. So he asks for 
an examination which he hopes will 
bring to light some organic condi- 
tion that will prove to be the cause 
of his trouble. When no such condi- 
tion is found after a painstaking ex- 
amination, he assumes that 
the 
physician is incompetent. 


Neurotic patients who go 
from 
one physician to another in their 
search for a physical cause 
for 
their difficulties utilize time and ef-

It would allow maintenance of 
membership contracts, except th.it 
an "escape period" at the start o£ 
each new contract would be man- 
datory to permit union members 
to resign if they Wish without los- 
ing their jobs.

If conflict is the basis of the pa- 
tient's problem, it is important f.or 
him to recognize it. Cure canriot 
come until he confesses to himseli 
the true nature of the ailment. 
Many people have the idea that 
psychotherapy is a 
complicated 
form of treatment based on hosuc- 
pocus. Actually, it.is a simple treat- 
ment, but it involves considerable 
time and requires the cooperation 
of the patient. 


Co-Operation Required 
In'psychotherapy the 
physician 
does not use drugs or surgical op- 
erations; he attempts to influence 
the .patient through 
reassurance, 
persuasion, and suggestion. If the 
patient is of average 
intelligence 
and honestly desires to be helped, 
psychotherapy often reveals 
the 
cause of the difficulty. 


An opinionated patient who feels 
he understands his own case better 
than anyone else can, places the 
physician at a disadvantage. Such 
a patient seldom obtains relief un- 
til, he recognizes the true nature of 
his trouble and displays a willing- 
ness to co-operate in its correction.

Regulations Governing Milk, Milk 


Products and Containers in Which 


the Milk and Milk Products 


Are Delivered. 


The sale of milk by dipping it from containers is 


prohibited. 


Alt Pasteurized milk and milk products shall be 


placed in their final delivery containers in the plant 
in which they are Pasteurized. 


Raw milk and milk products sold for consump- 


tion shall be placed in their final delivery containers 
at the farm at which they are produced. 


Milk and milk products sold in quantities less 


than one gallon shall be delivered in standard milk 
bottles. 


Milk and milk products sold in quantities of one 


gallon or more shall be delivered in standard milk 
cans. 


Hotels, Schools, public eating and drinking 


places and similar establishments shall not sell or 
serve any milk'except in the original containers in 
which it was received. (This requirement shall not 
apply to mixed drinks or coffee cream.) 


It is unlawful to sell or offer for sale any milk 


or milk products in bottles or other original contain- 
ers for final consumption unless the bottle or contain- 
er has a cap, or cover, with the name of the dairy 
products, Plant distributor printed thereon. 


The use of MISPRINT milk bottle caps, or cov- 


ers, is unlawful. 


All persons to whom milk or milk 


products are delivered shall thoroughly 
clean the containers in which the milk 
or milk products are delivered before 
returning to the producer or distrib- 
utor, 


The above is in accordance with the provisions 


of the UNITED STATES HEALTH SERVICE STAND- 
ARD MILK ORDINANCE as adopted by the STATE 
AND CITY OF HOPE, ARKANSAS, HEALTH DE-

The committee, after starling ils 
hearings' yesterday, called a

cess until Tuesday morning, when 
Secretary of Labor Schwellenbach 
is scheduled to testify.

Congress has passed a labor law.

In "preferential hiring," union

McCarthey's

It would allow maintenance of 
membership contracts, except th.it 
an "escape period" at the start o£ 
each new contract would be man- 
datory to permit union members 
to resign if they Wish without los- 
ing their jobs. 


Also if the union expelled a man 


for anything but failure

union dues, he 
could 
continue 
working at the plant. This would 
also be true in the union shop and 
closed shop under McCarthy's bill.

If conflict is the basis of the pa- 
tient's problem, it is important f.or 
him to recognize it. Cure canriot 
come until he confesses to himseli 
the true nature of the ailment. 
Many people have the idea that 
psychotherapy is a 
complicated 
form of treatment based on hosuc- 
pocus. Actually, it.is a simple treat- 
ment, but it involves considerable 
time and requires the cooperation 
of the patient. 


Co-Operation Required 
In'psychotherapy the 
physician 
does not use drugs or surgical op- 
erations; he attempts to influence 
the .patient through 
reassurance, 
persuasion, and suggestion. If the 
patient is of average 
intelligence 
and honestly desires to be helped, 
psychotherapy often reveals 
the 
cause of the difficulty. 


An opinionated patient who feels 
he understands his own case better 
than anyone else can, places the 
physician at a disadvantage. Such 
a patient seldom obtains relief un- 
til, he recognizes the true nature of 
his trouble and displays a willing- 
ness to co-operate in its correction.

Regulations Governing Milk, Milk 


Products and Containers in Which 


the Milk and Milk Products 


Are Delivered. 


The sale of milk by dipping it from containers is 


prohibited. 


Alt Pasteurized milk and milk products shall be 


placed in their final delivery containers in the plant 
in which they are Pasteurized. 


Raw milk and milk products sold for consump- 


tion shall be placed in their final delivery containers 
at the farm at which they are produced. 


Milk and milk products sold in quantities less 


than one gallon shall be delivered in standard milk 
bottles. 


Milk and milk products sold in quantities of one 


gallon or more shall be delivered in standard milk 
cans. 


Hotels, Schools, public eating and drinking 


places and similar establishments shall not sell or 
serve any milk'except in the original containers in 
which it was received. (This requirement shall not 
apply to mixed drinks or coffee cream.) 


It is unlawful to sell or offer for sale any milk 


or milk products in bottles or other original contain- 
ers for final consumption unless the bottle or contain- 
er has a cap, or cover, with the name of the dairy 
products, Plant distributor printed thereon. 


The use of MISPRINT milk bottle caps, or cov- 


ers, is unlawful. 


All persons to whom milk or milk 


products are delivered shall thoroughly 
clean the containers in which the milk 
or milk products are delivered before 
returning to the producer or distrib- 
utor, 


The above is in accordance with the provisions 


of the UNITED STATES HEALTH SERVICE STAND- 
ARD MILK ORDINANCE as adopted by the STATE 
AND CITY OF HOPE, ARKANSAS, HEALTH DE- 
PARTMENT.

Reasoning deals with known facts, 
while rationalizing consists of think- 
ing to order. 
The average man thinks oi! him- 
self as a logical person who does

.as if it were his own. It is disturb- 
ing to have to acquire new facts 
and to change our minds once we 
have made a decision. 


A patient who consults a physi- 
cian because a conflict is disturb- 
ing him,dislikes to admit that his 
difficulty is mental. So he asks for 
an examination which he hopes will 
bring to light some organic condi- 
tion that will prove to be the cause 
of his trouble. When no such condi- 
tion is found after a painstaking ex- 
amination, he assumes that 
the 
physician is incompetent. 


Neurotic patients who go

demand them. 


If conflict is the basis of the pa- 
tient's problem, it is important f.or 
him to recognize it. Cure canriot 
come until he confesses to himseli 
the true nature of the ailment. 
Many people have the idea that 
psychotherapy is a 
complicated 
form of treatment based on hosuc- 
pocus. Actually, it.is a simple treat- 
ment, but it involves considerable 
time and requires the cooperation 
of the patient. 


Co-Operation Required 
In'psychotherapy the 
physician 
does not use drugs or surgical op- 
erations; he attempts to influence 
the .patient through 
reassurance, 
persuasion, and suggestion. If the 
patient is of average 
intelligence 
and honestly desires to be helped, 
psychotherapy often reveals 
the 
cause of the difficulty. 


An opinionated patient who feels 
he understands his own case better 
than anyone else can, places the 
physician at a disadvantage. Such 
a patient seldom obtains relief un- 
til, he recognizes the true nature of 
his trouble and displays a willing- 
ness to co-operate in its correction.

Regulations Governing Milk, Milk 


Products and Containers in Which 


the Milk and Milk Products 


Are Delivered. 


The sale of milk by dipping it from containers is 


prohibited. 


Alt Pasteurized milk and milk products shall be 


placed in their final delivery containers in the plant 
in which they are Pasteurized. 


Raw milk and milk products sold for consump- 


tion shall be placed in their final delivery containers 
at the farm at which they are produced. 


Milk and milk products sold in quantities less 


than one gallon shall be delivered in standard milk 
bottles. 


Milk and milk products sold in quantities of one 


gallon or more shall be delivered in standard milk 
cans. 


Hotels, Schools, public eating and drinking 


places and similar establishments shall not sell or 
serve any milk'except in the original containers in 
which it was received. (This requirement shall not 
apply to mixed drinks or coffee cream.) 


It is unlawful to sell or offer for sale any milk 


or milk products in bottles or other original contain- 
ers for final consumption unless the bottle or contain- 
er has a cap, or cover, with the name of the dairy 
products, Plant distributor printed thereon. 


The use of MISPRINT milk bottle caps, or cov- 


ers, is unlawful. 


All persons to whom milk or milk 


products are delivered shall thoroughly 
clean the containers in which the milk 
or milk products are delivered before 
returning to the producer or distrib- 
utor, 


The above is in accordance with the provisions 


of the UNITED STATES HEALTH SERVICE STAND- 
ARD MILK ORDINANCE as adopted by the STATE 
AND CITY OF HOPE, ARKANSAS, HEALTH DE-

Reasoning deals with known facts, 
while rationalizing consists of think- 
ing to order. 
The average man thinks oi! him- 
self as a logical person who does

where he picks it up, he defends 
.as if it were his own. It is disturb- 
ing to have to acquire new facts 
and to change our minds once we 
have made a decision. 


A patient who consults a physi- 
cian because a conflict is disturb- 
ing him,dislikes to admit that his 
difficulty is mental. So he asks for 
an examination which he hopes will 
bring to light some organic condi- 
tion that will prove to be the cause 
of his trouble. When no such condi- 
tion is found after a painstaking ex- 
amination, he assumes that 
the 
physician is incompetent. 


Neurotic patients who go 
from 
one physician to another in their 
search for a physical cause 
for 
their difficulties utilize time and ef-

of tha employees want it. 


A bill by Senator Ball (R-Minn),

forms of "union security." 
The committee, after starling ils 
hearings' yesterday, called a 
re- 
cess until Tuesday morning, when 
Secretary of Labor Schwellenbach 
is scheduled to testify. A cold pre- 
vented his schedule first-day ap- 


labor investigation, but not until 
Congress has passed a labor law. 
He is a co-sponsor of the Ball-Taft- 
Smith bill. 
The committee opened its hear- 
ing with 13 bills before it. Mc-

The "closed shop" means every 
employe must belong to a particu- 
lar union in order to work in a 
plant with a closed shop contract.

Under "maintenance of member- 


ship," no one is compelled to join 
a union, but those who are mern- 
aers must remain so. 
In "preferential hiring," union 


men get first call for job 
vacan- 
cies. 


McCarthey's 
bill says nothing 
about preferential hiring. 


It would allow maintenance of 
membership contracts, except th.it 
an "escape period" at the start o£ 
each new contract would be man- 
datory to permit union members 
to resign if they Wish without los- 
ing their jobs. 


Also if the union expelled a man 


for anything but failure 
to 
pay 


union dues, he 
could 
continue 
working at the plant. This would 
also be true in the union shop and 
closed shop under McCarthy's bill. 
As for these the bill would auth- 


orize the National Labor Relations

demand them. 


If conflict is the basis of the pa- 
tient's problem, it is important f.or 
him to recognize it. Cure canriot 
come until he confesses to himseli 
the true nature of the ailment. 
Many people have the idea that 
psychotherapy is a 
complicated 
form of treatment based on hosuc- 
pocus. Actually, it.is a simple treat- 
ment, but it involves considerable 
time and requires the cooperation 
of the patient. 


Co-Operation Required 
In'psychotherapy the 
physician 
does not use drugs or surgical op- 
erations; he attempts to influence 
the .patient through 
reassurance, 
persuasion, and suggestion. If the 
patient is of average 
intelligence 
and honestly desires to be helped, 
psychotherapy often reveals 
the 
cause of the difficulty. 


An opinionated patient who feels 
he understands his own case better 
than anyone else can, places the 
physician at a disadvantage. Such 
a patient seldom obtains relief un- 
til, he recognizes the true nature of 
his trouble and displays a willing- 
ness to co-operate in its correction.

Regulations Governing Milk, Milk 


Products and Containers in Which 


the Milk and Milk Products 


Are Delivered. 


The sale of milk by dipping it from containers is 


prohibited. 


Alt Pasteurized milk and milk products shall be 


placed in their final delivery containers in the plant 
in which they are Pasteurized. 


Raw milk and milk products sold for consump- 


tion shall be placed in their final delivery containers 
at the farm at which they are produced. 


Milk and milk products sold in quantities less 


than one gallon shall be delivered in standard milk 
bottles. 


Milk and milk products sold in quantities of one 


gallon or more shall be delivered in standard milk 
cans. 


Hotels, Schools, public eating and drinking 


places and similar establishments shall not sell or 
serve any milk'except in the original containers in 
which it was received. (This requirement shall not 
apply to mixed drinks or coffee cream.) 


It is unlawful to sell or offer for sale any milk 


or milk products in bottles or other original contain- 
ers for final consumption unless the bottle or contain- 
er has a cap, or cover, with the name of the dairy 
products, Plant distributor printed thereon. 


The use of MISPRINT milk bottle caps, or cov- 


ers, is unlawful. 


All persons to whom milk or milk 


products are delivered shall thoroughly 
clean the containers in which the milk 
or milk products are delivered before 
returning to the producer or distrib- 
utor, 


The above is in accordance with the provisions 


of the UNITED STATES HEALTH SERVICE STAND- 
ARD MILK ORDINANCE as adopted by the STATE 
AND CITY OF HOPE, ARKANSAS, HEALTH DE-

The committee, after starling ils 
hearings' yesterday, called a

cess until Tuesday morning, when 
Secretary of Labor Schwellenbach 
is scheduled to testify. A cold pre-

Congress has passed a labor law. 
He is a co-sponsor of the Ball-Taft-

In "preferential hiring," union

McCarthey's

It would allow maintenance of 
membership contracts, except th.it 
an "escape period" at the start o£ 
each new contract would be man- 
datory to permit union members 
to resign if they Wish without los- 
ing their jobs. 


Also if the union expelled a man

union dues, he 
could 
continue 
working at the plant. This would 
also be true in the union shop and 
closed shop under McCarthy's bill.

If conflict is the basis of the pa- 
tient's problem, it is important f.or 
him to recognize it. Cure canriot 
come until he confesses to himseli 
the true nature of the ailment. 
Many people have the idea that 
psychotherapy is a 
complicated 
form of treatment based on hosuc- 
pocus. Actually, it.is a simple treat- 
ment, but it involves considerable 
time and requires the cooperation 
of the patient. 


Co-Operation Required 
In'psychotherapy the 
physician 
does not use drugs or surgical op- 
erations; he attempts to influence 
the .patient through 
reassurance, 
persuasion, and suggestion. If the 
patient is of average 
intelligence 
and honestly desires to be helped, 
psychotherapy often reveals 
the 
cause of the difficulty. 


An opinionated patient who feels 
he understands his own case better 
than anyone else can, places the 
physician at a disadvantage. Such 
a patient seldom obtains relief un- 
til, he recognizes the true nature of 
his trouble and displays a willing- 
ness to co-operate in its correction.

Regulations Governing Milk, Milk 


Products and Containers in Which 


the Milk and Milk Products 


Are Delivered. 


The sale of milk by dipping it from containers is 


prohibited. 


Alt Pasteurized milk and milk products shall be 


placed in their final delivery containers in the plant 
in which they are Pasteurized. 


Raw milk and milk products sold for consump- 


tion shall be placed in their final delivery containers 
at the farm at which they are produced. 


Milk and milk products sold in quantities less 


than one gallon shall be delivered in standard milk 
bottles. 


Milk and milk products sold in quantities of one 


gallon or more shall be delivered in standard milk 
cans. 


Hotels, Schools, public eating and drinking 


places and similar establishments shall not sell or 
serve any milk'except in the original containers in 
which it was received. (This requirement shall not 
apply to mixed drinks or coffee cream.) 


It is unlawful to sell or offer for sale any milk 


or milk products in bottles or other original contain- 
ers for final consumption unless the bottle or contain- 
er has a cap, or cover, with the name of the dairy 
products, Plant distributor printed thereon. 


The use of MISPRINT milk bottle caps, or cov- 


ers, is unlawful. 


All persons to whom milk or milk 


products are delivered shall thoroughly 
clean the containers in which the milk 
or milk products are delivered before 
returning to the producer or distrib- 
utor, 


The above is in accordance with the provisions 


of the UNITED STATES HEALTH SERVICE STAND- 
ARD MILK ORDINANCE as adopted by the STATE 
AND CITY OF HOPE, ARKANSAS, HEALTH DE- 
PARTMENT.

Reasoning deals with known facts, 
while rationalizing consists of think- 
ing to order. 
The average man thinks oi! him- 
self as a logical person who does 
not permit his feelings to dominate

where he picks it up, he defends 
.as if it were his own. It is disturb- 
ing to have to acquire new facts 
and to change our minds once we 
have made a decision. 


A patient who consults a physi- 
cian because a conflict is disturb- 
ing him,dislikes to admit that his 
difficulty is mental. So he asks for 
an examination which he hopes will 
bring to light some organic condi- 
tion that will prove to be the cause 
of his trouble. When no such condi- 
tion is found after a painstaking ex- 
amination, he assumes that 
the 
physician is incompetent. 


Neurotic patients who go

one physician to another in their

If conflict is the basis of the pa- 
tient's problem, it is important f.or 
him to recognize it. Cure canriot 
come until he confesses to himseli 
the true nature of the ailment. 
Many people have the idea that 
psychotherapy is a 
complicated 
form of treatment based on hosuc- 
pocus. Actually, it.is a simple treat- 
ment, but it involves considerable 
time and requires the cooperation 
of the patient. 


Co-Operation Required 
In'psychotherapy the 
physician 
does not use drugs or surgical op- 
erations; he attempts to influence 
the .patient through 
reassurance, 
persuasion, and suggestion. If the 
patient is of average 
intelligence 
and honestly desires to be helped, 
psychotherapy often reveals 
the 
cause of the difficulty. 


An opinionated patient who feels 
he understands his own case better 
than anyone else can, places the 
physician at a disadvantage. Such 
a patient seldom obtains relief un- 
til, he recognizes the true nature of 
his trouble and displays a willing- 
ness to co-operate in its correction.

Regulations Governing Milk, Milk 


Products and Containers in Which 


the Milk and Milk Products 


Are Delivered. 


The sale of milk by dipping it from containers is 


prohibited. 


Alt Pasteurized milk and milk products shall be 


placed in their final delivery containers in the plant 
in which they are Pasteurized. 


Raw milk and milk products sold for consump- 


tion shall be placed in their final delivery containers 
at the farm at which they are produced. 


Milk and milk products sold in quantities less 


than one gallon shall be delivered in standard milk 
bottles. 


Milk and milk products sold in quantities of one 


gallon or more shall be delivered in standard milk 
cans. 


Hotels, Schools, public eating and drinking 


places and similar establishments shall not sell or 
serve any milk'except in the original containers in 
which it was received. (This requirement shall not 
apply to mixed drinks or coffee cream.) 


It is unlawful to sell or offer for sale any milk 


or milk products in bottles or other original contain- 
ers for final consumption unless the bottle or contain- 
er has a cap, or cover, with the name of the dairy 
products, Plant distributor printed thereon. 


The use of MISPRINT milk bottle caps, or cov- 


ers, is unlawful. 


All persons to whom milk or milk 


products are delivered shall thoroughly 
clean the containers in which the milk 
or milk products are delivered before 
returning to the producer or distrib- 
utor, 


The above is in accordance with the provisions 


of the UNITED STATES HEALTH SERVICE STAND- 
ARD MILK ORDINANCE as adopted by the STATE 
AND CITY OF HOPE, ARKANSAS, HEALTH DE-

There is no black-and-white sim- 
plicily about such things as indus- 
try-wide bargaining, tne 
closed 
shop, union shop and maintenance- 
of-membership agreements.

complex mailers in which 
bolh the pros and the anlis have 
some persuasive argumenls al their 
disposal. Their merits need 
a 
thoughtful, dispassionate restudy in 
Ihe lighl of Ihe pasl decade's ex- 
perience. 


Bui the extreme views on these 
subjects, for and against, approach 
hysteria, with the champions of the 
labor status quo naturally making 
the most noise. Yet one examines 
their protests 
in vain for 
any 
admission thai the actions of cer- 
tain union leaders may have arous- 
ed a great many people to the ex- 
lenl of influencing their vote last 
November and prompting them to 
demand some curb of economi- 
cally disruptive powers. 
Rather, we hear from Philip Mur- 
ray of the CIO that unidentified

ism." Louis Hollander, New York 
state president of the CIO, credits 
Senator Ball personally with the 
same desire. Tne United Mine Wor- 
kers Journal, laking another tack, 
sec in any effort lo curb unions 
Ihc regimentation of business and 
eventual destruction of the profit 
system. 
Henry Mayer, counsel for inde- 
pendent unions of telephone and 
ulilily workers, dismisses Ihe mool 
question of the closed shop thus: 
"The insistence that the so-called 
closed shop is .an infringement of 
an individual's liberty is com- 
pletely insincere, since. . . 
the 
freedom of the individual worker 
depends upon the collective bar- 
gaining slrength acquired through 
association with other workers." 
Mr. Hollander counters, but does 
not refute, the charge that there 
are labor monopolies by saying 
tlULL "the real jTionppplie^s^ in. this 
country are the~giant' corporations 
ruled by a handful of financiers." 
Name-calling and ignoring char- 
ges by hurling counter-charges are 
old political tricks. They can eas- 
ily become a habitual method of 
argument. But they will not solve 
our present economic problems. 


Before they can be splved the ground terrorist, 
leaders of our great unions will 
~ 
have to admit thai all their actions 
have not been perfect and to the 
public interest. They will have to 
recognize their public duties and 
responsibilities as well as their 
"right." They will have to concede 
that those rights have been abused 
on occasion, and that others be- 
sides "powerful monopoly 
inter- 
ests" would like to see the power 
of our John L. Lewises somewhat 
curtailed.
